CoaUitution of thè United States 
JL 
is the moft illuftrious monument of 
humain wifdoni, that has exifled in any age 
or nation. It combines energy with liberty ; 
the great dclHeratun) of the dioft celebrated 
flateftnen of ancient and modern times. The 
provilion^ of the conftitution whi«.h renders 
attainable fach aQiendiirer.ts as time and ex- 
perience may require, is one of it.s riioil elli- 
mable chara¿terilkics. 
But an inftrument fu 
facred, Qiould be touched wiiH a gentle hand. 
It is time lor every theorifti and few have 
Ì3een more ardent theoriUs than myfelf, to 
facrifice the vi&ons of his imagination upon 
the altar of nâtionial union. 


Many of the greatcft and brft men in Vir- 
ginia were oppufed to the adoption of the 
conllitutiofp. 
Could this circumtUnce be 
corißderfd as a re|>rosch, it would not be sp^ 
plicable to Virginia alone ; it was the cafe 
in a Ufge majority of the ftates. Oppofition, 
generally fpeakiug, pruteeded from the beü 
of motives, from an attachment to liberty, 
and from a fear thst, were the conflitatioh 
adapted, 
liberty would be but a name, to 
adorn the fhort hiftoric page of the halcyoii 
days of An^erica." 
]hit there were peculiar 
festures in the cennitution which rendered it 
peculiarly obnoxious to Virginia. The Aates 
were to be equally leprefented in the Cenate, 
an important branch óí the govepninent, a 
two-edged fword, plated in the avenue to the 
fovereignties of the individual flatesi ind 
checking equally the Prcfidentand the repre- 
fentatives of the people, 0iouldthej attempt 
to exceed their conftitutional limits. 
Many 
of the greateft men ot Virginia thought it 
radically wrong, that the focali State of 
Rhode-Iiîind, (hould have an equal iToice in 
the Smate, with, the largeft ftate ; ^nd as 
that idea ilill prevails in Virginia, and that., 
(late poiTclfes a great and increafing iniuenta 
over the fmall nates, it is reafonableto con- 
elude, that tbofe who think the conftitistion 
wrong, wiM endeivour to make it right, ail 
foqn as they can obtain the power*—»Nothing 
elfe can be exptAed, fo long as 
man is 
Although jealoufy has been con- 
fidsred by many as a republican vi'rtue of the* 
fir ft order, we ought not, however, \o indulge 
a groundlefs jealoufy, 
nor ought we to ac- 
cufe any portion of the Union, of • defîgn 
to change the conftitutiony without unquef- 
tioaabte evidence.—Upon this fubie^l, mV; 
mind has beeA perfe£tty convinced, and 1 
always exprefs with true republican freedont, 
opinions, of tbe corr^^nefrof which I feef a 
perfeélk conviftion.^ 


The ffntVmepts of the celebrated Patrick 
Henrys of Edmund Randi^h,\if Mafon, and 
many other diftingttiQied Virginians, refpeft- 
ing the conftitution, are on record, and cm- 
not be obliterated.—-The equality of fu^rage 
in tibe Senate was a prominent objection. 
The mind, even of the great WaQitngton, 
harboured a flrong prepoífeílion in favour of 
tbe large Astes. 
1 have been told, by a 
venerable member of the convention which 
formed the conftitution, that Waíhington 
was decidedly ef opinion, that the fmall 
Stater took too high ground ; and that no- 
thing but the indifpenfiole neceíBty of form- 
ing a conftitution previously to tkediíÍolutson 
of the conventien« induced him to fupport 
what he confidered as too great a conce^fion 
on, the part of tbe large 
ftates. 
Various 
publication!, of a recent date, under the fig- 
nature 
the' venerable patriot, Edmund 
Pendleton, inculcated 
propriety of feve- 
ral important alterations of the conftitution i 
awd there is every reafon to believe that thofe 
publications were corre ft indicstions of the 
.general fentiment in Virginia. Mr. Eppes, 
a member of Congrefs from that ftate, in the 
addrefs to bis coiiftituents in confequence of 
which he obtained hit eleftion, announced 
, hi» detcrniination to advocate feveral very 
important alterations of the conftitution, one 
of which fliottid have for its objeft the re- 
^ du^ion of the time for which the (enators 
are elefted, and alfo, if my recolleftion ot 
correft, to render them liable to be recalUfd 
j'by the ft^t»- Irgiftatures. Mr. Breckenridgf, 
à native Virginian, and'a diflinguiílied raein- 
\bcr of the Senate declared in the debate upon 
the late amendment, thst nuthing could be

But an infttument Co 
facrrd, (hould be touched with a gentle hand. 
It is time for every thronll, and few have 
been more ardent theories than myfelf, to 
facrittce the villous of his imagination upon 
the altar o f national union. 
M any of the greattfl and bell men in V i r ­ 
ginia were oppoled to the adoption of the 
coullitution. 
Could this c ir c u m d u c e be 
confidered as a reproach, it would not be ap* 
placable to Virginia alone ; it wa* the calc 
iii a large majority of the Hates. 
Oppoiition, 
generally Ipcakiug, proceeded Lorn the bell 
of motives, from an attachment to liberty, 
and from a fear that, were the conllitution 
adopted, “ liberty would be but a name, to 
adorn the /bort hiHoric page o f the halcyon 
days of A m erica." 
But there arere peculiar 
features in the conHitution which rendered it 
peculiarly obnoxious t* Virginia. T h e Hates 
were to be equally leprefented in the fenate, 
an important branch of the government, a 
two-edged Iwoid, placed in the avenue to the 
fovtreignttes of the -individual Hates, and 
c h fck ic g equally the Prefident and the repre- 
fentatives of the people, (houldthey attempt 
to exceed their conHitutional limits. 
M an y 
of the greaten men ot Virginia thought it 
radically wrong, 
that the fmall State o f 
Rhode-lfland, fhould have an equal voice in 
the Senate, with the Urged Hate ; and as 
that idea Hill prevails in Virginia, and that 
Hate po He IT-s a great and incrtafing influence 
over the fmall nates, it is reafonable to con­ 
clude, that thofe who think the conHitution 
wrong, will endeavour to make it right, as 
Coon as they can obtain the power.— Nothing 
rife can be exptfted, To long as 
man is 
m an ."— Although jcaloufy has been con- 
fidered by many as a republican virtue of the 
Aril order, we ought not, however, to indulge 
a groundless Jealoufy, 
nor ought we to ac- 
cufe any portion of the Union, of a defign 
to change the conHitution, without unquef* 
tioaable evidence.— Upon this Tubieft, my 
mind has beek perfeftly convinced, and f 
always rxprefs with true republican freedom, 
opinions, of the corrtftnefs of which I feel a 
perfeft conviction.* 
The fentlinents of the celebrated Patrick 
H enry, of Edmund Randolph,"bf Mafon, and 
many other diHinguiQied Virginians, respect­ 
ing the conHitution, are on record, and ca n ­ 
not be obliterated.— T he equality of fuflTrage 
in the Senate was a prominent objection. 
The mind, even o f the great W a llin g to n , 
harboured a flrong pre po ffe Hi on in favour of 
the large Hates. 
I have keen told, by a 
venerable member of the convention which 
formed the conHitution, that Wafhington 
was decidedly a f opinion, that the fmali 
States took too high ground ; and that no­ 
thing but the indilpenfiole necelnty of form­ 
ing a conllitution previoufly to tbedilToluuon 
of the convention, induced him to fupport 
what he confidered as too great a toner (flan 
on the part o f the large Hates. 
Various 
publications, of a recent date, under the fig- 
nature o f the venerable patriot, Edmund 
Pendleton, inculcated the propriety of feve- 
ral important alterations o f the conllitution ; 
tad there is every reafon to believe that thofe 
publications were Corrrft indications of the 
general fentiment in Virginia. 
M r. Eppes, 
a member o f Congrefs from that Hate, in the 
addrefs to his conOituents in c o n f l u e n c e of 
which be obtained his H ellion, announced 
his determination to advocate feveral very 
important alterations of the ConHitution, one 
of which fhould have for its objeft the re- 
duftion of the time for which the frnatcrs

are elected, must be reduced to two years J 
that this alteration would soon be agitated # 
that it would be a test, by which to try the 
republicans / and that no member could be 
considered at a true republicanf who should 
oppose it. 
I have afcevtainrd that a very 
gfrat proportion of the republicans in Gon^ 
grcfs are of opinion that the Conllitution is

Mtfs Vernon, of that place ; fince which he 
remained a citizen thefe, until the clofe of 
his life. 
Still, however, will he continue to 
live in the remembrance of thofc who knew 
him««and tire annals of our icountry rvill 
teach fucCeeding generations* to ftamp a 
high value upon his character, 
in private
